Tolmie, minister of agriculture, took the floor and, in a compre- 
hensive statement surveyed the agricultural situation in Canada. 
He estimated the total agricultural wealth of today at $7,379,299,000, 
and stated that there were 53,049,640 acres of land under field crops 
jn 1919. The value of agricultural products last year was $1,975,- 
841,000, exceeding the country’s mineral, forest and fisheries wealth, 
figures for which were quoted by the minister, . 


Dr. Tolmie was asking for & total 
vote of $3,903,000 to carry on the 
work of the department for the pres- 


ent year. This {is somewhat larger 
than tthe vote last year, which 
amounted to $3,648,000. The first 


Itemt on the list, and the largest, was 
n vote of $1,200,000 for experimental 
farms, and it brought forth a great 
deal of comment from. members in 
all parts of the chamber. W. H. 
White, of Victoria, Alberta, who fol- 
lowed the minister, rather deprecated 
the general breeding of purebred 
stock, to which the minister had re- 
ferred appreciatively, remarking that 
Dr. Tolmie perhaps regarded the cat- 
tle business more with the eye of a 
showman than a practical cattleman. 


Want Experimental Farms 
Other members, while expressing 


appreciation of the way in which the, 


minister had spoken on the subject, 
made special requests for the estab- 
lishment jf experimental farms in 
their sections of the country, ard 
Hon. T, A. Crerar euggested that 
greater co-operation should be ob- 
talned between the federal and varti- 
ous provincial departments of agri- 
culture in experimentml farm work. 
Mr. Crerar also safti that the gov- 
ernment should discontinue subsidies 
to privately owned cold storage 
plants. These were operated more for 
the benefits of the owner than for the 
public, and the encouragement of 
plants under municipal or co-opera- 
tive enterprise would be more de- 
serving of government assistance. 


Criticizes Farmers 


J, H. Burnham (Peterboro) inter- 
rupted at one stage of the debate to 
remark that, with all this important 
debate going on in. regard- to -agri- 
culture, there. wae-not a single mem- 
ber of the farmers’ party. present.

STOLE $75,000 
DIES IN BATTLE 


Fifty Detectives Held at Bay in 
Pistol Fight Following 
Train Robbery 


CHICAGO, Ills, May 14.—In four 

hours today Horace T. Walton, 22 
years old, St. Joseph, Mo., robbed a 
train, stole $75,000 in cash, killed a 
pGliceman, barricaded himself in his 
apartment, held 50 detectiwes at bay in 
a pistol battle in which one was seri- 
|ously wounded and died with a bullet 
jin his heart. p/ 
Walton held up the mail car of the 
|New Orleans Limited on the Illinois 
Central railroad late last night as the 
|train was leaving Kankakee, Illinois. 
| Federal officers tonight were in- 
vestigating the disappearance of $5.000 
|from the satchel in which the robber 
‘carried away his loot. The $75,000 
was on its way to a Chicago bank 
jfrom the Citizens’ National Bank of 
| Decatur, Ills. The officers who count- 
|ed the money after the satchel had 
| been recovered said the total was $69,- 
980.00 mostly in packages of $5,000. 
The $20,000 lacking in the $70,000 re- 
covered was given Oscar Bloomquist, 
a clerk on the mail car, by the robber 
in payment for the satchel. Bloom- 
quist later turned this money over. 
Walton was identified as a former mail 
clerk of previous good character by C. 
W. Sims, an officer of the Chicago 
Young Men's Christian association. 

Walton boarded the train at Gil- 
man, a few miles from Kankakee 
held up five clerks in the mail car, 
|rifled the car and left the train at 
{the first stop in Chicago. When two 
policemen seized him he opened fire 
wounding Patrolman William A. Rob- 
erts, who died later at a hospital. 
Walton waa finally efirrounded at his 
|apartment and was killed in the fight 
that followed. f

Ottawa, May 14—(Canadian Press) 
—Colone! W. Grant Morden, member 
of the British House of Commons and 
organizer of the huge eteel merger, 
interviewed Sir George Foster and 
Hon. Arthur Meighen Friday in regard 
to the British Empire Steel Corpora- 
tlon. Colonel Morden was accompan- 
fed by his counsel, F. H. Skinner, K.C.,, 
Montreal. 

Following hie interview, Cotone! 
Morden declared to a representative of 
the Canadian Press Limited that he 
fet confident the application before 
the government would be granted. “It 
is a mere formality,” ho said. 

The application, in reality, js not one 
for incorporation but for increase of 
capitalization. By lettera patent fesued 
by the secretary of state on March 22, 
the British Empire Steel corporation 
was incorporated with a capitalization 
of $100,000. The provisional directors 
were: F. H. Markey, W. W. Skinner, 
G. G. Hyde, mombers of the bar; R. C. 
Grant, accountant and R. J, Foster, 
secrotary, all of Montrea]. The powers 
of the corporation, under {ts charter, 
are wide and give the necessary au- 
|thority to carry on business in steel and 
steamships. Under the application 
now before the government, the Brit- 
ish Emptre Steel corporation is asking 
an increase of capitalization from 
$100,00 to $500,000,000.

Hard To Believe—But True. 


A correspondent finds it hard to 
believe that the school board real- 
ly intends to load.the taxpayers 
with the cost, of more kindergar- 
tens; pointing out that each of the 
six now in operation occupies 
room and equipment costing $10,- 
000 and adds a thousand dollars 
per year to the salary bill, while 
all the service it renders is to en- 
tertain for two hours per day 4 
group of fifteen to twenty children 
who ‘are too young to be sent to 
school. \ 

Taking these figures as a basis 
of calculation, and they seem to be 
somewhere near the mark, the six 
of these institutions that we are 
now running are costing us aroun 
six thousand or more dollars per 
year in salaries and are using 
building and equipment which 
cost $60,000; in return for which 
a hundred or a hundred and ten 
children aro being amused for a 
couple of hours per day for five 
days in the week, for about forty 
weeks in the year. . 

Allowing ten per cent. for inter- 
est and depreciation on building 
and equipment, and two thousand 
dollars per year for supplies, and 
saying nothing about light and 
heat and water, the calculation 
works out to the net result that 
we are paying around forty cents 
per hour to entertain each of these 
children in the kindergartens. It 
would be a good deal cheaper to 
send ‘them on personally conduct- 
ed excursions to the picture shows 
at the public expense. 

And that isn’t the end of the 
expense bill. The room that is 
occupied by these day nurseries is 
needed for classes. Because room 
is scarce the class rooms are 
crowded with from forty to fifty 
pupils per room, temporary schools 
have 'to be maintained in locations 
and buildings not suitable for 
school uses, and last year the 
board had to build chicken coops 
in many of the school grounds 
where classes crowded out of the 
main buildings and the temporary 
schools are being housed. 

In one of the centrally located 
schools a large double-room on 
the ground floor is given up to 
kindergarten work—for two hours 
per day. The board last year 
built one of those poultry houses 
in the grounds where a couple of 
classes are being held, and a block 
and a half away a temporary 
school is also being run to ac- 
commodate the overflow. Being 
run, by the way, on a busy, dusty, 
noisy paved street, with a double 
ear track on it, and without any 
snitable play-ground. Yet the 
theory that is supposed to be in 
vogue is that the children at school 
should be gifrrounded with pleas- 
ant and beautiful and elevating 
environinent! 

Adding in the expense of these 
expedients to which the board has 
been driven because space is wast- 
ed on kindergartens, and the total 
cost to the taxpayers of providing 
entertainment for the littlé tots 
for a part of the forenoon or after- 
noon must run up to two hundred

dollars per year each, It would be} to commit ‘‘lese majeste.’’ When| 


cheaper if the community under- 
took to send these hundred child- 
ren to a summer resort for the hot 
weather season and allowed their 
mothers to look after them for the 
rest of the year, 

This is supposed to be a demo- 
cratic country, where every one is 
entitled ‘to equal benefit from the 
expenditure of public money.’ If 
kindergartens are to be maintain- 
ed, then kindergarten room and 
equipment and supervision ought 
to be supplied for all children 
under school age, At present only 
& small fraction of the little ones 
ere gctting the supposed benefits 
of kindergarten training. What 
would happen if some fine morn- 
ing the mothers of the city packed 
off the whole lot of toddlers to 
the kindergartens? 

Well, the logical thing to do, 
following precedent, would be 
to put the acheol classes out doors, 


or rent vacant stores and. houses 
to hold school in, and turn the 
whole schoo! buildings into kind- 
ergartens, What would happen 
would be that the board would 
hire an army of extra kindergar- 
ten ,tdachers and run the ,kinder- 
garten rooms all day in shifts. 


The point to be remembered |, 


is that if kindergartens are main- 
tained every child is entitled to 
go to kindergarten if its parents 
want it to. That they do not all 
go is because most mothers think 
the little ones are better at home. 
And for the convenience of those 
who think the contrary, or who 


te want to get rid of their encumb- 
t! rances for a while to go shopping or 


to the movies or pink teas, the tax- 
payers are having to foot the bill. 

It is, as the correspondent sug- 
gests, difficult to suppose that a 
school board, facing these oot 
ditions, knowing the facts, anc 
knowing also the financial condi- 
tion of the city and the hard- 
pressed position of the taxpayers, 


would suggest opening more kind-’ 


ergartens instead of closing those 
now in operation. ‘But that is pre- 
cisely what the school board is pro- 
posing to do, and likely will do.

Cattlemen Believe That the Dockage Taken in Alberta Is Far in Ex- 
cesgof Losses Sustained by Jackers Through Animals 
Being Condemned on Account of Disease

The Cattlemen's Protective Assovia- 
tion of Alberta haa (forwarded the 
following suggestiong to the confer- 
ence of stock muisers, packers and 
officials of the Dominion department 
of agriculture, now in session at Ot- 
tawa! 

1, Canadian packers dio not need 
the protection provided by the gys- 
tem of cbndemnation that has pre- 
vailed for several years in order to 
place them on an equal working besis 
with their foreign competitors, be- 
cause their forelgn competitors ere 
not thus protected. 

2. A flat rate of condemnation be- 
comes a means of profiteering ‘in 
many cases because exporters buying 
here, take the condemnation, ship to 
the American market, where they 
gell without a aimilar dockage, and 
the dockage they took here becomes 
just so much “velvet” to them. 

Dockage Expressive 

3. We believe that the amount of 
dockage taken in Alberta is far is 
excess of the losses sustained by the 
packers through animals “being con- 
demned on e@ccount of disease. In 
support of the foregoing we would 
submit the case of one Calgary dealer 
who had 1,300 heag of calves slaugh- 
tered at Calgary last autumn without 
a single condemnation; also ¢hat of 
another who took a shipment of 300 
head of cattle to Toronto, not one of 
which was condemned. 

. More Fat Cattle Condemned 

4. We believe that the amount cf 
condemnation i@ excessive .for the 
further reason that there are more 
con nations among fat cattie,, 
especially cowa, than among thin ones, 
and. although the enfire carcass is 
comemned, it does not betome a total 
loss as ‘will appear from the follow- 
ing whiich fe a typical case: 

A fat cow, weighing about 1,000 


pounds, is worth today about @ cents 
per pound, and would represent -to 
the packer an outlay of $80. In case 
She ig condemned for diseame the 
packer would etil; realize from her 
the following sume-— :

Culture is Prepared and Distri-| Writer Claims Small Potatoos 


buted by Provincial School 
of Agriculture 


IT isa well established fact that 
each of the following legumes—alfal- 


fa, field peas, alsike clover, red clover, | 


white Dutch olover,’ white sweet 
clover, yellow sweet clover, sweet peas, 
—require a particular kind of bacteria 
to produce the most vigorous growth 
of steme, leaves, and seed. The bac- 
teria Mving within the nodules or 
swellings have the power to gather the 
free nitrogen of the air and to build 
it up into nitrogen compounds which 
are very essential to the growth of 
the plant and the production of seed, 
The greater the number of these 
bacteria that occur within the roots 
of a plant,the more vigorous the 
plant is. 

In order to secure the necessary 
kind of bacteria in the eoll in which 
a particular kind of legume is to be 
grown, the inoculation of the seed 
with a pure culture ts recommended. 
The cultures aro usually grown tn two 
ounce bottles, cach fbottle containing 
suMficien, bacteria to inoculate alxty 
pounds of seed. Tull directions are 
enclosed within each mailing case.

| When I started in to raise the 
potato crop I used the seed as it came 
from the lot, large and small, and 
|elther fed the surplus small tubers or 
picked wp the large ones and left the 
small ones to spoll. One year I tried 
two rows of little ones through the 
middie of the fleld. They yielded juet 
{one bushel unore to the row, or 20 
bushels more to the acre than the 
large seed. The next year the potato 
crop was short, and the price high 
) and I planted all of my early email 
|seed (Irish Cobbler), The yiel mas 
| fully @8 €00d as that of.the large cut 
seed, one of the pieces going at the 
rate of 240 bushels per acre. 

From that time on I always saved 
the small seed from the fields that 
had been planted with large seed, but 
|continued to throw away the small 
}seed from small seed. After about 
three years’ additional experience I 
have at last brought myself to ‘the 
point where I am perfectly brazen 
about using small seed. I have been 
watching results now for seven years, 
and have yet to see the time when 
seed cut to two-eye pleces weighing 
about @n ounce have ibeaten small 
seed of the same weight when soil 
and moisture conditions were equal, 
whereas the small seed have come out 
ahecd repeatedly. I have had 800 
bushels of Irish Cobblere to the acre 
from emall seed, while the best the 
large seed has done is 190 bushels,

At what rate, and at what dats 
shouk! epring graing be seeded? This 
is one of the many problems that is 
confronting scores of farmers in cen- 
tral Alberta today. Under certain 
given conditions it is quite an easy 
matter to determine the rate of seed- 
ing and the date of seeding, but the 
conditions in most parts vary to euch 
an extent from year to year, that 
mom farmers have learned from ox- 
perience that there je no hard and 
fast rule to follow. Prof. G. H. Cutler, 
Chief of the department of fie hus- 
bandry, Unwersity of Alberta, who 
has been conducting - investigations 
along these lines in Western Canada 
for several yoats, says that tt ia just 
as dificult to etate the best date as 
the best rate. 

The kind of oll, the rainfall, the 
evaporation, and the @reparation of 
soil vary so from distrit to district, 
and from farm to farm, that without 
careful observation in any given dic 
trict recommendations become mere 
epeculation, There are a few princi- 
ples, however, the examination of 
which should materially aasiet in 
guiding one in any given districi.

Bountiful Maples, 


The making of maple sugar end 
syrup has become but a memory in 
the recollection of residents in many. 
of the older parts of Canada. The 
industry is still, however, an import- 
ant One over large areas in Quebeo 
&id to a less extent in Ontario and 
the provinces down by the sea, Sugar 
making from the maple, which is 
confined entirely to this continent, 
had a very early beginning. Before! 
the advent of the white man the In< 
dian had learned to extract and con< 
centrate the sap of the maple tree,, 
On the approach of spring the trees) 
were gashed, with the tomahawk, in) 
a slanting direction and beneath the! 
opening made was inserted a wood-! 
en chip or spout to direct the fluid 
drop by drop into the receptacle rest- 
ing on the ground. The sap was 
caught in a birch bark dish and boil- 
ed in earthen kettles. The small 
quantity of dark, thick syrup thus 
made was the only sugar available to 
the Indians and is stated by early 
writers to have been highly prized. 
The early settlers from the Old Land 
learned from the Indians the art of 
sugar making and indeed followed 
for many years their crude methods 
of manufacture. Even yet primitive 
equipment and methods are stated to 
be used in back sections of the coun- 
try that turn out their annual crop 
of inferior syrup and sugar, 
| For perhaps a century the white 
;man followed very closely the primi- 
jtive methods of the Indian save the 
|substitution of iran or copper kettles 
jfor vessels of clay or bark. In the 
learly days before the timber acquired 
much value the axe continued to be 
jused for tapping the trees, the sap 
|was caught in wooden troughs and 
conveyed in buckets on the shoulders 
|with a sap yoke to a central point to 
|be boiled, No sugar bush was fully 
equipped without snowshoes which 
were frequently found necessary in 
gathering the sap, The boiling was 
done in large iron kettles suspended 
from a pole in the open woods in a 
sheltered location with no protection 
from sun, rain or snow or the ashes, 
falling leaves, moss and bits of bark 
that were driven about by the wind. 

An early improvement was the sub- 
stitution of the auger for the axe 
tapping, coopered buckets took the 
place of the birch bark “caso” or 
hewn sap trough, while the kettle 
gave way to the modern evaporating 
tank made famous by the name of 
Grimm. During the past March and 
April along the lines of the Can- 
adian Pacific in Quebec and Ontario 
farmers have been busy with the 
tapping of the maple trees and 
year by year the industry {s growing 
in {mportance, It is estimated that 
the industry represents an annual 
valuation of nearly three million 
dollars and is carried on by 656,- 
000 growers, but the increasing 
value of maple wood has led to the 
removal! of many fine sugar orchards. 
With all the advances that have tak- 
en place in manipulation, sugar mak- 
ing has not lost its romantic alde. 
“Sugaring off” at sugar camps tn the 
woods is still looked forward to by 
young ahd old, who regard the event 
as a social feature affording rare en-

It appears to the Board 
that, if the campany does not violatc 
the usury law, there could after de- 
ducting the management expenses, be 
absolutely no chance of the subscrib- 
era being recouped for their invest. 
ment, It ia unnecessary in view of this 
conclusion of the board to go into 
other ‘particulare in connection with 
the proposition, although the board 
feels that there are other features 
that would in themselves warrant it in 
refusing the permission sought.” 

Other Protestations 

There followed other protestations 
and. undertakings from Watson and 
his @olicitors and after re-consaidering 
the proposal the Board wrote finally 
in the following strain, on® July 7th, 
1916: 

“Replying to your letter of the 8rd 
inst., the Board would atate that the 
matter was thoroughly considered by

At any rate her 
name appeared as secretary-treasurer 
and director of the company with 
Watson himself the presdent and 
managing director. e@ other partl- 
cipant was L. F. Lord, vice-president} 
and director. Watson signed himself 
in the prospectus as ‘capitalist’; his 
wife as a “mercantile adjuster,’ and) 
Lord as “accountant”, The prospectus! 
in question was drawn up on August/ 
27th, 1915, 

Besides having more or less intorest 
by reason of its connection with Wat-+ 
son’s residence in Edmonton dufing!

Office of Chief of the General 
Staff Is Likely to Be Re- 
Established 


Ottawa, May 14.—(Canadian Press) 
—Acceptance by Lieut.~General 
Arthur Currle of the principalship of 
McGill university will, without doubt, 
entail his resignation from the post of 
Inspector-general at militia head- 
quarters. It is not known yet whe- 
ther General Currie has submitted 
his resignation. Hon. Hugh Guthrie, 
minister ofy militia, is out of town, 
and will probably not return untli 
Monday, .and General Currie has not 
yet returned to the capital from 
Montreal, so it is practically impos- 
sible to ascertain definitely how the 
situation ‘stands. 

Tho resignation of Sir Arthur Cur- 
rie from the inspector-generalship 
will, it is considered likely, result in 
the abolition of that post, and the re- 
establishment of the office of chief of 
the general staff. ‘ 

Present indications are that Mafjor- 
General J. H. MacBrien, who has just 
returned from England, will be ap- 
pointed chief of the general staff. He 
occupied this position in the depart- 
ment of overseas militia, and appears 
to be the most eligible man with over- 
seas service, Sir Willoughby Gwat- 
kin, as has been announced, will go 
to the air board, and all the divisional 
commanders of the Canadian expedi- 
tionary force have either retired or 
been given posts.

If you have several mrips 
to be put on one specimen ,they may all 
be put through at once, the sheet and 
apecimens turned over carefully, and then 
the strips ail gummed down at once. The 
best ways of doing this will come to you 
by practice. The main object is to have 
the specimen as neat and firmly mounted 
as possible, without attracting any jnore 
attention than is necessary to the strips of 
paper. i 
Labelling the Mounts, 

After the specimens are mounted they 
should be labelled ,using a fine pen point, 
and good black ink, Use a smal) separate 
label ,and write the game of the plant, 
where it grows where you found it, the 
Place this label on 
the lower right hand corner of the sheet. 

Take a sheet of heavy manilla paper and 
eut #t to niake a folder about an inch larger 
than the mounts, and this will keep them 
from being injured when you put them 
away. It is best always to lay them flat, 
when not in use, 

I hope all will enjoy the work, and 
have great success.
